The Railroad Vote. 

As we piedicted, the ordinance appropriating 
9300, 000 to Uov. Helm s Memphis branch was 
ratified at the ballot box lost Saturday. Th 
scheme mustered 1,8*8 rotes in the city, in con 
sequence of the tremendous efforts of Gov. Helm 
and his confederates. It turns out, therefore, 
that the will of 1,338 mca, expressed at tho ballot' 
box, iu a city of from six to seven thousand 
voters, rules the day .These 1,339 men have fixed 
an additional tax of twenty one cents on each one 
hundred dollars’ worth of property in a city where 
there arc 70,009 inhabitants and 7,000 voters. 

This vote was polled, as a matter of course, by 
the influence of the Know Nothings, who tax this 
city just as they please. Some Democrats were 
unwise enough to vote with their tyrants in this 
affair, hut the great bulk of the vole was cast by 
the friends of Sum. Saturday morning the 
president of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
who is a Know Nothing, and three members of 
his directory, who are also Kuow Nothings, pub- 
lished a card iu the Louisville Journal, their 
Know Nothing organ, urging people to vote for 
the ordinance. This was as niuoh as to say a 
Know Nothing vote is expected, and a party rot-- 
is insisted upon, to carry this measure. No one 
ran doubt that such was the iutention of that 
card when it is remembered that it was only pub- 
lished in the Journal, and that not a single Demo 
erotic name was upon it. There were no names 
ta it but those of Heim, Newcomb, Wilder, and 
Quigley, who are known by every man, woman, 
and child in the city o( Louisville to co operate 
with the Know Nothing party. 

In addition to this, however, certain unscrupu- 
lous Kuow Nothing sapheads were busy circu- 
lating lai.se reports over the city. It was said 
that the opposition of the Courier to this scheme, 
was based upon seif-interast and political hostili- 
ty, and personal antipathy to Gov. Helm. Of 
course all such reports wore false, and known to 
be so by those who circulated them. We never 
at temped to make a political matter of the rote on 
this railroad ordinance, and if we had personally 
disliked Gov. Helm, or had had |iersonal interests 
to serve, we should have taken a didereut way of 
gelling at the thing. Our remarks about the Gov- 
ernor, were based upon his official conduct, which 
was open to lair criticism, and they had nothing 
to do with him as a private man nor with his acts 
as •» pt irate citizen or politician, or with our per- 
sonal interest more than that of every citizen of 
Louisville. 

The ordinance, however, is carried, and there is 
an end of the matter. Those, however, who live 
to see this $800,000 spent, will see who was ri^ht 
about the matter. All that the Courier has said 
will l>e found to be true, aud some more truths 

will be experienced that w e have uot named. 

The branch road will cost every dollar we said if 
would, and wbeu finished will not lie as ad van - 
tageoas to Louisville as others that might have 
been mule lor 1 ss money, and iu a much fairer 
way. 

\V e shai! not hereafter, however, urge objections 
to tins rood. It will be our purpose to help it on 
all we can. We are sorry that this particular 
route has been chosen, and that the people have 
been so lunch deceived as to its cost aud advan- 
tages to Louisville; but as tho deed is done we are 
now lor the road. Wc want it completed as quick 
as possible, aud iu tile very best style. We shall 
interpose uo objections, but shall do all we can to 
push forward the enterprise. The toad, when 
completed, will be of much advantage to our city, 
though not so important as other routes might 
have proved. All that we ask is that this branch 
road shall now be made with energy. Let us uot 
l*e years in getting a good start for Memphis 
as the L a N. k». K. has been in getting under 
good headway towards Nashville. Many of our 
citizens voted for this route because they con- 
sidered it more practicable than others, or in 
other words, in a condition to be completed 
sooner than others, and we hope that the enter- 
prise will be put through with dispatch. We 
dou t think that I.ogau county will be able to 
grade the road so as to get our fSOO.OOO accord 
iug to the present provisions of the ordinance, 
but the sooner her incapacity and the necessity of 
a change in the ordinance are known tfio better. 
This branch will cost Louisville nearer $1,000,090 
than f HUUiUW, but we are in for it now, and let 
us go through with it as soon as possible. The 
sooner we get returns in the way of trade and 
commerce, both from the main stem and this 
branch, to compensate for burdensome taxes, the 
better. Let us see the locomotive thundering 
from here to Nashville and from Howling Green 
to Memphis, and we will forgive all the chicanery 
by which this route has been selected, to the det- 
riment of others much more desirable. 

A Suggestion to Business Men. 

Mr. Deering is now calling on our citizens to 
procure facts and statistics for the book he is 
writing, the object of which is to present Louis- 
ville more lully before the public. He is" labor- 
oueiy aud carefully canvassing the city in person* 
and calling on our manufacturers to obtain such 
facts and figures as will present them fairly aud 
fully. We cannot too warmly urge this worthy 
class of our citizens to extend to Mr. D. every 
facility in tbeir power to secure a full and relia- 
ble statement of their business. Mr. D. is deeply 
impressed with the importance of snch a book to 
every manufacturer and otber business man, and 
to the city in general. He is one of us, long and 
favorably known, and with the pros|>ect8 of 
almost no pecuniary advantage, has undertaken 
to bestow labor and time until the work shall be 
completed. It will be a great saving of time aud 
labor, if each manufacturer will prepare a state- 
ment of his business, and mark it “ R. Deering, 
to be called for,” or send it to him. It should 
set forth, first: the name of the firm; second, the 
nature of the business done; third, the amount of 
capital employed; fourth, the number of hands 
employed; fifth, the amount of business done in 
a year, and any remarks deemed important. 
8uch a paper will save time and trouble, as 
persons may be oat when called on, and a second 
or third call have to be made. 

We understand that every one who wants a

Our distinguished follow citizen, the ex-Seere- 
(ary of the Treasury, is at present in New York, 
where he is negotiating mortgage bouds and other 
securities for the completion of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. There can be uo question as 
to the success of Mr. G. He is deservedly popu 
lar among the merchants aud capitalists of the 
great commercial metropolis, and whatever pro- 
position he indorses, is regarded with great con 
tidence. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Thursday afternoon, Mr. 
Guthrie was introduced, and seated at the right 
of the President. He said in reply to a question 
from Mr. J. Depeyster Ogden, that in his admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States, while he was at the 
head of it, he had endeavored to do his duty. — 
He had given to the Reciprocity Treaty w ith 
Great Britain such a construction as had seemed 
to him most reasonable.

STEAM FI A CHIN ERA FOR SCREW 
PROPELLER SLOOP-OF-OF-\VAIt AT 
THE UNITED STATES NAVY YARD 
GOSI’OHT, VIRGINIA. 

Navy Department, l 
October 27, 1858. ( 

^LAl.i I> PROPOSALS, endorsed “Proposals for Steam 
>3 Machinery for Screw Propeller Sloop-of- War,” will 
be received at tills department until 8 o’clock P. M. of 
the 26th of November next, for the complete construe 
tton of the steam machinery and appendages, either 
direct acting or gean d engines, as the bidder may con- 
sider preferable, and placing the same on board the 
screw si. op-of- war building at the United States navy 
yard at Gosport, Virginia, In accordance with the fol- 
lowing conditions : 

The oilers must be for a specific sum for putting the 
whole in successful operation; must Include ail patent 

fees, and the department will require a release from the 
proprietors of any patented article or arrangements 
used in or about the machinery, and must state the time 
in which the work will be completed, and must be ac- 
companied by the usual guarantee required by law. 

The name of the establishment in which the work Is to 
be executed must bj stated. The details of the design 
and arrangement of the machinery will be left with the 
party whose proposition may be accepted as combining 
the greatest number of advantages, keeping In view 
cost, simplicity of construction, readiness of access for 
adjustment when in operation, and not being subject to 
derangement in the working parts; it being the object of 
the department to procure machinery which can develop 
great power when required, so as to insure high speed 
for as many days as possible, while at the same time 
they will be able to propel the vessel at a moderate 
speed with great economy of fuel, so that long voyages 
mav be performed with ouc supply of coal. • 

With th’s view, the department will expect the bidders 
to guaranty the results proposed to be accomplished by 
their plans, and to specify those results under the follow - 
ing heads : 

1st. The amount of horse power which the engines and 
boilers will be able to develop for five days consecutive- 
ly when driven up to their highest capacity, to be meas- 
ured on board the vessel by the indicator, at the rate of 
33,0*i0 pounds lifted one foot high in a minute and to be 
not less than 1,000 horse power, and at least SO revolu- 
tions per ml mte of the pr .peiler. 

The consumption of coa s per horse power per hour 
must be stated. The presuro in pounds per square inch 
on the piston necessary to work the engines at theaho.e 
velocity, the screw bein disconnected and the engines 
without a load, except the line of shafting, must not ex- 
ceed 2 % pounds per square inch of piston by indicator 
diagram. 

2d. The quantity of coal which can be stowed in the 
ship without exceeding the total weight for machinery, 
appendages, boilers, and water in them, bunkers, tools, 
square pieces, and coal, wiihin the length occupied by 
the engines and boilers. The Boilers to be 0 f iron of the 
inultitubalar kind, with brass tabes and with telescopic 
sinoke-pipe, «i«l, as it Is intended to use fresh water In 
the boilers, a surface-condenser of the most approved 
kind will be required. 

The propeller with the connexions for hoisting It will 
lie ot composition, to be properly proportioned for at 
least SB revolutions per minute, and with a diameter of 
twelve feet 3 inches, ami a j>itch of not less than 1# 

feet. 

The pumps, apparatus for ventilating, and appurte- 
nances of all kluds necesa iry for the perfect working of 
the whole to be of the most approved kinds. 

The coal bunkers, shaft passage, two athwartship iron 
bulkheads, a distilling apparatus for flesh water from 
which can be made not less ihan 500 gallons per day; and 
the tools and duplicate pieces necessary and satisfactory 
for an efficient cruising steam sloop-of-war, must be in- 
cluded ia the proposition, and a list of them must be 
furnished. 

The wood an.l carpenter work (except the borelng out 
the dcadwood for the shaft) necessary to adapt the ves- 
sel for the reception of the machinery, boilers, and ap- 
pendages, will be provided at the expense of the navy 
department, and it will permit the use of such facilities 
as it may have for hoisting the heavy machinery on 
board 

For the accommodation of the entire steam machinery 
and the fuel, the e will be allowed in the body of the 
ship the entire space under the spar deck, commencing 
at 15 feet abaft the mainmast, and thence extending 
forward a distance of 50 feet; but if geared engines are 
used, an additional length of three feet will be admitted. 

Within this space it Is expected to carry coal for five 
days’ steaming at the maximum speed. 

Tn the siiecitications, the dnily consumption of fuel 
will be stated; also the weight of the machinery, coal, 
boilers, water in them, shaft, propeller, and appendages, 
with tools and spar work, ail of which most not exceed 
406 tons of 2,240 pounds; hut if geared engines are used 
an aditional weight of 2o tons will be allowed. 

The distance Irom the after side of the mainmast to 
the afterside of the forward stern post, will be about 73 
feet, and the distance between the forward and the 
after stern post will be seven feet. The depth from the 
load water line to tlie top of the keel under the propeller 
will be 12 feetl inch. 

The proposal must be accompanied by full specifica- 
tions and general drawings, having the position of the 
center of gravity of the machinery, boilers, Ac., marked 
on them, giving also the capacity of the steam cylinders, 
pressure of steam, area of foot and delivery valves, and 
of air pump and outboard delivery valves, space for 
steam above the water line of the boilers, the fire and 
grate surface, also tlie diameter, pitch, surface, and 
kind of propeller and other principal points, that com- 
parisons can readily be made.

It is to be understood that If the weight and other con- 
ditions speciSed in the contract be not complied with, 
the department is to be at liberty to reject the whole 
machinery, the contractor to be at the expense of taking 
It out of 'he ship and to refund whatever amount of the 
contract price may have been paid.
